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Council walk-out on the cards 


RESIDENTS in Northampton could 
be left without vital services in 
February as a trade union threatens 
to strike. 

Next week the GMB Union will 
ballot its members to see if they 
should walk out over pay and 
conditions. 

The union is not happy about a 
new pay structure and inferior 
terms at Northampton Borough 
Council that will not affect the 
highest earners but will mean cuts 
to the salaries of 1,110 of the lowest 
paid workers. 

The union says that one third of 


council workers will lose money 
with some losing up to £2,500 a 
year. 

The council and the union had a 
meeting earlier this week to discuss 
the threat of industrial action that 
was described by union members 
as ‘eventful.’ 

Stuart Richards, GMB Organiser, 
said: “We met with the council 
earlier this week at an eventful 
meeting but nothing was resolved. 

“We will begin to ballot our 
members from January 17 for two 
weeks. We consulted with our

MP’s son jailed 
for role in drink 
drive cover-up

THE wife of an MP was handed a 
suspended prison sentence on 
Tuesday and the couple’s son was 
jailed after the pair admitted lying 
to cover up a drink drive incident. 

Jacqueline Binley, 50, said she was 
driving her son’s car after he crashed 
it when more than two times over the 
limit. 

Last month, she and Matthew 
Binley, 27, pleaded guilty to conspir¬ 
acy to pervert the course of justice. 

Former policeman Binley, whose 
father Brian is Tory MP for 
Northampton South, also admitted 
drink driving in the incident, which 
happened in Northampton in May 
last year. 

Opening the case at Northampton 
Crown Court, prosecutor Piers Reed 
said Binley had been at a wedding on 
May 22 and was dropped off by a 
friend at his flat in Leicester Street, 
Northampton, at about 11.30pm. 


Shortly after arriving home he 
decided to go to a nightclub with 
friends in the town centre and it was 
on his way home, in the early hours 
of May 23, that he crashed his Alfa 
Romeo into a kerb on Harbour Road 
and deflated a tyre. 

Mr Reed said he called out a break¬ 
down service to his vehicle and the 
recovery driver realised Binley was 
drunk and called police, who arrest¬ 
ed him on suspicion of driving with 
excess alcohol. 

Before officers arrived, Binley rang 
another police officer, who was a 
friend and former colleague, hoping 
for advice and told him: “I’ve crashed 
my car and I’m p****d", Mr Reed 
said. 

The court heard Binley, who 
resigned from the police force before 
the incident happened, was found to 
have 86mg of alcohol per 100ml of 
breath - the limit is 35mg/100ml. 

In a police interview he claimed the 
accident had happened as he was on 
the way to the wedding reception 


when he was sober but he returned 
to his car later on. 

The court heard on August 1 
Jacqueline Binley, who is separated 
from Brian Binley and does not live 
with him, handed a statement in to 
police in Northampton claiming she 
was the driver of the car. 

In the statement she said she bor¬ 
rowed her son’s car that night then 
had the crash after she swerved to 
avoid hitting a fox while her son was 
in the car and was then picked up by 
a passing taxi. 

Subsequent police investigations 
involved a search of the 27-year-old’s 
bedroom at Brian Binley’s home, he 
said, where they found a statement 
outlining his mother’s involvement 
in her own words - but in Matthew 
Binley’s handwriting. 

Mr Reed also said the account 
claimed the taxi driver was a man 
called Brian, whereas the statement 
handed to police said he was an 
Asian man. Investigations later

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United in grief for 
‘nice guy’ Richard

THE footballing community have led tributes to a 
popular professional footballer from 
Northampton, who died this week. 

Richard Butcher, 29, who was born in the town, 
passed away on Sunday night at his Manchester 
home. 

The recently married Macclesfield midfielder, 
whose family still live in the Far Cotton area, would 
have turned 30 next week. 

Richard was a trainee at both Northampton Town 
and Rushden & Diamonds, before making his 
professional debut for Kettering. 

He played at a number of clubs including Lincoln, 
Oldham, Peterborough and Notts County during 
his career. Fans from clubs across the country have 
paid their respects on Facebook. 

His manager at Macclesfield, Gary Simpson, said: 
“I was closer to Richard than any other player I’ve 
worked with. I was the one who first spotted him 
playing in non-league. 

“He was like a son to me and I’d kept in touch with 
him throughout his career and of course was 
delighted to get him to come to Moss Rose (the 
Macclesfield ground) in the summer. 

“My heart goes out to Sarah and his parents and 
brother. I can’t begin to think what they are going 
through. 

“You couldn’t ask for a better professional than 
Butch. He was a great person and a great role 
model for the younger lads and it’s an understate¬ 
ment to say that he leaves a massive void in our 
lives.” 

A former team-mate at Lincoln, Sergio Torres, 
dedicated his winning goal for Crawley Town in the 



FA Cup on Monday night to his friend. He said: “I 
just want to send my condolences to his family. I 
just couldn’t believe it when I heard. 

“I played with him for six months at Lincoln last 
year and he was such a nice guy, and only 29. 

“There are no words you can say to his family and 
his wife.” 

A statement from Northampton Town said: 
“Northampton Town Football Club are deeply 
saddened to learn of the passing of former mid¬ 
fielder Richard Butcher at the age of just 29. 

“Locally born Richard started his career as a 
youth trainee here at Northampton Town and 
although he failed to make a first team appearance 
for the club, he did represent Lincoln City, Oldham 
Athletic, Peterborough United, Notts County and 
most recently Macclesfield Town. 

“Our thoughts and deepest sympathies are with 
Richard’s family and friends at this very sad time.”

found Mrs Binley had approached the taxi 
driver called “Brian” asking him to say he had 
picked her up in the early hours of May 23. 

Referring to Matthew Binley’s actions, he 
said: “Why would someone facing the 
potential inconvenience of a 12-month 
driving disqualification involve anyone else, 
let alone his own mother? 

“The answer may lie in the fact that for 
some years he was a serving officer with 
Northampton Police. He believed he knew a 
way around the problem.” 

Matthew Binley eventually admitted lying 
in his first statement to police in order to 
protect his mother and father, Mr Reed said. 

Officers also spent longer investigating the 
incident because of the family’s background, 
he said. 

“Due to the household to which both 
defendants belonged,” Mr Reed said, “it 
appears that from the clear knowledge 
Matthew Binley acquired from his service 
with the police and his clearly dishonest 
answers to the police, they expended many, 
many more hours in excess of what they 
would otherwise usually have done.” 

The court also heard how Jacqueline Binley 
was prompted to tell police she was driving 
the car as an attempt to protect her son, 
who wanted eventually to return to the 
police force. 

Ben Gow, representing Mrs Binley, said she 
demonstrated “a misguided loyalty to her son” 
and was also going through a difficult period in 
her life after separating from her husband. 


The court also heard how the whole 
episode became too much for Mrs Binley, 
but she did not want to admit it to her son. 

In a text message to a friend she wrote: 
“I’m so worried it’s all going to blow up in my 
face. I just wish Matt would bite the bullet 
and take the rap. 

“I’m beginning to resent him asking me but 
I daren’t tell him to his face.” 

Sentencing Matthew Binley, who appeared in 
court wearing a navy suit and blue tie, to four 
months in prison and a two-year 
disqualification from driving, Judge Michael 
Fowler told him involving his mother in the 
enterprise to his own benefit showed a 
lack of respect for her and for the legal system. 

He said: “It demonstrates, perhaps, a very 
casual attitude to the system of justice or a 
casual attitude as to what may become of 
your mother.” 

Mrs Binley, who sat in the dock wearing a 
red scarf over a navy jacket, was given an 
eight-week prison sentence suspended for 
two years and ordered to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work in the community. 

Judge Fowler told her it was clear her 
motivation for taking part in the incident 
was to protect her son but she should have 
set an example and forced him to take 
responsibility for his own actions. 

As her son was taken down, she briefly 
held his hand and watched as he was taken 
away by the dock officer. 

She offered no comment as she left court. 

Mr Binley was not available for comment 
today.

Man charged with 

A MAN has appeared in court charged with 
the murder of his wife. 

Colin Adlard, 61, appeared at Northampton 
Crown Court on Tuesday in relation to the 
death of his wife Wendy, at their home in 
Yardley Hastings last Friday. 

He was remanded in custody. 

Police were called to Chase Park Road in the 
village in the early hours of Friday morning. 


Mrs Adlard, 59, was taken to Northampton 
General Hospital with serious head injuries 
but later died. 

A shopkeeper, who did not want to be 
named, has spoken of how the death has 
shocked the village. 

She said: “We can’t believe it really. It’s such 
a quiet place, we’ve been here for 24 years 
and nothing like this has ever happened.”

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Top cop reveals £18.5m 
to be axed from budget

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police will have 
£18.5 million cut from its budget and 
will lose 100 officers in the next four 
years. 

This represents nearly 14 per cent of the 
Force’s allowance but in that time, how¬ 
ever, it has said that the loss of officers 
will come through natural wastage 
through voluntary or forced retirements 
under new A19 legislation which forces 
police officers to retire once they have 
served 30 years. 

As the Force is currently not recruiting, 
these officers will not be replaced. 

Chief constable Adrian Lee has said that 
this will represent a challenge but will 
mean they will have to come up with 
new cost effective ways to run the coun¬ 
ty’s police. 

He said: “When the money is there, 
rarely do you have to come up with new 
ways to tackle policing issues but with 
a budget like this it enables us to think 
radically and I think that is a positive 
challenge. 

“Last year we already made savings of 
£4 million and £18.5 million will come 
out of our budget in the next four years. 

“It will be £4 million this year, £7 million 
the year after and then £2.5 million in 
2013/14 and £5 million in 2014/2015.” 

The chief constable revealed that there 
will be many more job losses in civilian 
police positions and that 25 people were 
made redundant from the Force in the 


these roles last year. Chief constable Lee 
said: “There will be significantly more job 
losses in these areas. 

“However, we need to readdress the 
way we deal with the administration of 
reported crime. 

“We have had a decline in crime across 
the county but we still have the same 
amount of people working on them.” 

The Force will also look into working 
with its regional partners to save costs, 


especially in areas such as training for 
specialist forces and firearms, howev¬ 
er the chief constable has ruled out a 
merger with other forces in the East 
Midlands. 

He also revealed that £500,000 has been 
set aside for policing costs of the 
Olympics next year, although the exact 
amount required for the event is not yet 
known and will depend on whether any 
teams set up base in the county.

members towards the end of last year 
as to whether we should strike if the 
council’s position did not change and 
we got a majority then and we are con¬ 
fident that our members’ position has 
not changed. 

“We imagine that if we do strike it will 
happen before February 11. 

“We have members who work across 
the council but have a high proportion 
who work in waste management. 

“GMB have continually put forward 
our members’ opposition to the coun¬ 
cil’s package of proposals. 

“Despite the council’s attempts to try 
to pressurise workers into voluntarily 
accepting changes to their contracts, 
our members have remained firm. 

“They will not accept a package of 
broken promises and pay cuts. 

“We have been clear with the council 
that if they try to impose this package, 
we will ballot for strike action.” 

The council has said that 81 per cent 
of the staff at the authority have 
accepted the new deal, although the 
union dispute this figure. 

Leader of the council, Cllr Brian 
Hoare, said: “Eighty-one per cent of the 
staff have accepted the new terms and 
conditions and there is still an oppor¬ 
tunity for appeals to be heard. 

“Whilst some staff will receive a 
reduction in their salary this is more 
than compensated by the number of 
staff who will see increases. 

“Any member of staff experiencing a 
reduction in their pay will be protected 
for 12 months.” 

The council hopes to save £350,000 in 
the salary bill by 2013 due to the down¬ 
sizing its staff. 


New store set 
to boost centre 
and Duston area

A SUPERMARKET chain has re affirmed 
its commitment to a town centre store, 
according to a councillor. 

Sainsbury’s has put in a planning appli¬ 
cation to redevelop its supermarket on 
Weedon Road in Northampton but is 
committed to keeping a presence within 
the centre. 

The plans will see the extension of the 
existing store and the creation of a car 
park above it. 

Northampton Borough Council agreed 
to put forward the application to West 
Northamptonshire Development 

Corporation (WNDC) providing the store 
does not divert customers away from the 
town centre and keeps its shop in the 
Grosvenor Centre. 

Cllr Scott Collins, chairman of the plan¬ 
ning committee, said: “It was a very posi¬ 
tive meeting, in which representatives 
from Sainsbury’s told us that they were 
committed to Northampton town centre. 

“We put forward our recommendations 
to WNDC and we hope that they take 
these on board. Overall the development 



will be very good for the Duston and St 
Crispin’s area of the town which is cur¬ 
rently under-served by these facilities. 

“We did have a few people saying that it 
wasn’t a very ‘pretty’ building but there’s 
nothing you can really do about the way a 
supermarket looks.” 

■ Another supermarket chain, Tesco, has 
announced that it hopes to have a new 
‘Metro’ store open in the town centre in 
April. 

The shop, which will be smaller than the 
usual supermarket, will be on Abington 
Street on the site formerly occupied by 
Woolworths which shut down in January 
2009 when the iconic brand went into 
administration.

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Tears from top paid 
Tesco worker jailed 
for credit card theft

A WOMAN has been jailed for steal¬ 
ing nearly £30,000 from Tesco on 
her company credit card. 

Carol Bowerman, 35, a highly-paid 
business systems analyst with the 
supermarket chain, was jailed for a 
year on Tuesday. 

At the time she was living in 
Taperley Gardens, Northampton 
and had begun work for Tesco in 
March 2007. 

She spent the money on holidays 
to Japan, New York and Prague, and 
on Sky subscriptions, petrol and to 
clear her debts, St Albans Crown 
Court heard. 

Helena Lewar, prosecuting, said 
that Bowerman took a total of 
£29,323.17 between May 11, 2007 
and May 22, 2010 while working for 
the supermarket at Prospect House 


in Welwyn Garden City. “She had 
been given the company credit card 
for her use on company business to 
pay her expenses. 

“At the beginning of her employ¬ 
ment she was in debt and she came 
to an informal arrangement with 
her line manager that she would use 
the card for her own expenses and 
repay by cheque,” said the prosecu¬ 
tor. 

But although one payment was 
made back, a total of £25,700.27p 
was withdrawn by Bowerman in 
cash and she spent another £3,500 
on her own goods and expenses. 

“What started as small amounts 
escalated over the three years,” said 
the prosecutor. 

She said Bowerman made no 
attempt to conceal the thefts with 
paperwork and was found out by 
Tesco’s internal auditors. 

Bowerman, a married woman, 


now of Marble Street, Oldham 
pleaded guilty to theft. She was of 
previous good character. 

Dominic Lewis, defending, said 
she had paid back £21,000 of the 
money. 

Eighteen thousand pounds was in 
a loan from her parents and £3,000 
came from her new job. 

He said Bowerman intended to 
repay the rest of the amount. 

Mr Lewis added: “She was very 
bad at managing money.” 

Jailing her, Judge Martin Griffith 
said: “You abused your employer’s 
trust and their relaxed accounting 
system. 

“In the period you were employed 
there your gross earnings were 
£155,000 - many people would give 
their eye teeth to be receiving that 
salary.” 

Bowerman sobbed as she was led 
from the dock to the cells.

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Proposal for new trust 
to run leisure services

RESIDENTS have been reas¬ 
sured that the price of the coun¬ 
cil's leisure services will not be 
affected should they come 
under new management. 

Northampton Borough Council 
revealed on Tuesday it will dis¬ 
cuss proposals to set up a chari¬ 
table trust to run Mounts Baths 
(pictured), Lings Forum and its 
cinema and Danes Camp leisure 
centres from April 1. 

The council hope that by doing 
so the centres will be run on a 
more commercial basis and will 
also save the authority £250,000 
a year. 



However, the council has 
quashed comments that this is 
simple privatisation of the serv¬ 
ices which might increase the 
cost to customers. 

Cabinet member for leisure 
services, Cllr Paul Varnsverry, 
said: “This is most certainly not 
privatisation, this will be a chari¬ 
table trust. It will not be looking 


to compete with commercial 
gyms but will cater for those who 
are most deprived and the cost 
will reflect that.” 

The council has said that by 
setting up the trust, it will be able 
to benefit from tax incentives 
and attract outside investment. 

It would operate in the same 
way as the Royal & Derngate 
Theatre trust. 

Cllr Varnsverry said: “This is the 
best way for us to protect these 
services. As an authority, we have 
no duty to maintain these leisure 
facilities but we feel that this will 
be the best way to maintain the 
services that they provide.” 

The council will discuss the 
proposed plans next week.

A MAN has been sentenced to 12 
months in prison for breaking 
into a flat and drinking the 
owner’s wine.

A MAN was jailed for five 
months after getting a friend 
to lie to him to avoid getting 
a speeding ticket and points 
on his licence. 

Calvin Alexander, 29, from 
Abington, was jailed at 
Northampton Crown Court 
on Thursday after he con¬ 
vinced a friend to create a 
false statement about a driv¬ 
ing offence he had received in 
2008. 

Alexander had passed his 
driving test in December 2006 
and as a new driver was sub¬ 
ject to a provisional period 
where he could only amass 
six points on his licence. 

He received three points for 
speeding in March 2008, hav¬ 
ing been caught by a speed 
camera. 

Later that year he was 
pulled over in Weston Favell 
by police for speeding and 
was issued a second penalty 
of three points, which result¬ 
ed in him reaching the six 
point limit and having his 
licence revoked. 


However, Alexander con¬ 
vinced a friend to declare that 
he had taken the first set of 
points in order to retain it. 

His friend made a sworn 
statement at a solicitor’s 
office in Birmingham but this 
was later found out to be a lie 
and Alexander was arrested in 
January last year. 

Stephen Evans, defending, 
said: “Mr Alexander is of 
good character and has a 
good work record since leav¬ 
ing school. 

“Since losing his licence he 
has been travelling to work on 
a push bike. 

“He has not been in trouble 
in the 12 months since this 
case came to light.” 

Sentencing Alexander, 
Judge Richard Bray said: “I 
give credit to your guilty plea 
but I have to sentence you for 
what is a very serious case of 
perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice. 

“This was a prolonged case 
of fraud and as such deserves 
a custodial sentence.” 

Alexander was also disquali¬ 
fied from driving for 12 
months.

Authority tops its green 
pledge by cutting extra 


A COUNCIL has been 
awarded for going green and 
cutting its carbon emissions. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has got national 
accreditation in recognition 
of the work it has done to 
cut the greenhouse gases it 
produces. 

The authority has reduced 
its carbon footprint in 
projects such as cavity wall 
insulation at Lings Forum 
Leisure Centre, updating 
lighting at St John’s car park 
and a new heating system at 
Mounts Leisure Centre. 

At the end of 2009 the 
council made a commitment 
to reduce energy and signed 
up to the 10:10 campaign, 
pledging to reduce carbon 
emissions by at least ten per 


cent over the course of a 
year. 

But figures released last 
month showed that the 
council actually exceeded its 
target by reducing 
emissions by 15.5 per cent. 

Councillor Trini Crake, 
Northampton Borough 
Council cabinet member for 
the environment, said: “This 
is brilliant. 

“We have achieved an even 
bigger reduction in our 
carbon footprint than I could 
have hoped for and I am so 
happy to get this award on 
behalf of Northampton 
Borough Council.

Tax payers 
warned of 
cash scam

PEOPLE across the county 
are being warned about a 
council tax scam. 

Officers at Northampton 
Borough and South 
Northants councils are con¬ 
cerned that residents are 
being called by people claim¬ 
ing to work for the authorities 
or Government. 

The bogus callers have told 
residents they are entitled to 
a reward of thousands of 
pounds for paying their 
council tax on time over the 
last few years, which they can 
only claim if they pay the 
caller. 

The scammers ask for a 
payment of £100 and supply 
their bank account details in 
order to claim the £7,000 
reward. 

A number of residents in 
the area have already been 


approached and the councils 
are warning residents not to 
give out any details and con¬ 
tact them directly. 

A spokesperson for 
Northampton Borough 
Council said: “Our officers 
will never call someone out of 
the blue. 

“If you are due a refund we 
will either pay the money 
back into your bank account 
directly or issue a refund 
cheque to you in the post. 

“If you are contacted by one 
of these scammers then 
please call Trading Standards 
or the police to report them.”

Health teams act to 
cope with demand

THE county’s GPs are respond¬ 
ing to a call to re-prioritise their 
workloads to help relieve pres¬ 
sures on Northampton and 
Kettering hospitals. 

As a result, some routine GP 
appointments are being post¬ 
poned to allow doctors to support 
patients, where appropriate, 
instead of seeing them admitted 
to hospital. 

Many GPs have made them¬ 
selves available to NeneDoc, the 
out-of-hours service, or extended 
their own surgery hours. 

Health services in 

Northamptonshire are experienc¬ 


ing unusually high levels of 
demand, with increased numbers 
of patients presenting with respi¬ 
ratory illnesses such as pneumo¬ 
nia and flu-like symptoms. 

NeneDoc has experienced a 
daily increase in calls of between 
20 and 50 per cent, compared to 
the same period last year. 

The Minor Injuries and Minor 
Illness unit in Northampton has 
seen daily demand for its services 
almost double to more than 70 
patients a day. 

A&E departments continue to 
be extremely busy with hospitals 
re-prioritising workloads so they 
can focus on the patients who are 
most sick. 

Dr Tony Pickering, a Denton GP 


and chairman of the medical 
committee which represents GPs 
in Northamptonshire, said: “GPs 
are eager to treat patients at the 
right time and in the right place. 

“Under the current circum¬ 
stances they are making a partic¬ 
ular effort to see patients in their 
surgeries and at home. 

“GPs have a high level of expert¬ 
ise and patients should contact 
their GP practice and not simply 
go to A&E with a problem that 
their GP would be able to man¬ 
age.” 

The NHS Northamptonshire 
Advice and Information Service is 
opening additionally from 9am to 
5pm on Saturday and Sunday.

A FUNDRAISING group for those 
affected by the Pakistani floods 
has been set up in memory of 
tragic stab victim Adil Basharat. 

Since 16-year-old Adil died in 
hospital following an attack out¬ 
side his school in Deanshanger, 
his friends and family have been 
looking at different ways to pay 
tribute to him. 

The Adil Basharat Foundation 
was set up last week and is cur¬ 
rently in the process of becoming 
a registered charity. It has already 
raised nearly £2,000, which will 
build two fresh water wells. 

Adil’s sister Sobia is one of the 
founders, and she explained it is 
important to remember him by 
helping as many people as possi¬ 
ble. 

She said: “We haven’t done any¬ 
thing before because we were still 
grieving but this has helped so 
much. 

“We are so heartbroken and 
we’re trying to do as many things 
as we can to help him up there. 

“We don’t want him to be forgot¬ 
ten and we want his legacy to 
carry on. 

“This is something he would 
have wanted. He’d been looking 
at doing mountain climbing, so 
we’re thinking of doing a spon¬ 


sored climb and already lots of 
people have got in touch.” 

The foundation will also benefit 
from the proceeds of three songs 
by a new group called Immortal 
Voices, set up by Adil’s friends, 
including his girlfriend, Nisha 
Patel. 

First song Fallen Soldier 
includes the lyrics ‘Without you 
I’m left in the dark, so we light up 
the sky for you’, has already sold 
hundreds of copies and is in the 
process of being officially 
released along with Undying Love 
and Above The Clouds. 

Best friend Zain Hussain, 18, 
said: “This music thing is moving 
quite fast - soon they should be 
on iTunes and Fallen Soldier’s 
been on the radio already. 


“The first track sold £500 in one 
week, and that’s at £2 a CD.” 

Girlfriend Nisha, 16, who sings 
on the tracks, explained it is 
important to make people aware 
of Adil’s plight. 

She said: “Any other donations 
will go to start building the cam¬ 
paign. 

“We want the track to get bigger 
and we’re also selling wristbands, 
we want more people to get 
involved and build on it.” 

On New Year’s Eve there was a 
second march through Wolverton 
which followed a huge procession 
of nearly 300 people in the week 
Adil died.

Fitness, Styte and motivation-Your guide to a new you for 2011 


Be sure you pick 
the right club... 

EVERY January the excesses of the 
festive season prompt people across 
Britain to join gyms and health clubs. 

But selecting the right one is no simple 
matter. 

Health club provider Esporta has put 
together a simple guide to help you get 
a clear idea of what to look for when 
signing up.

One of the biggest reasons for people not 
achieving their goals is lack of time and 
motivation. 

But don't worry, you might not have been there 
for months but the gym hasn't gone away. 

The hardest decision is bucking up the courage 
to join a gym. But once you have overcome the 
first hurdle of arriving, the rest becomes easy. 

With new technologies and research results 
available on a daily basis, an exercise professional 
can workaround your lifestyle, meaning if you only 
have 30 minutes, your programme will be only 30 
minutes with exercises designed for you. 

You would be amazed at the results of a power 
workout at just 35 minutes, three times a week. 

■ Hiking & Rambling 

Walking: It’s simple, cheap and so very good for 
you. 

It can be done anywhere, with no specific 
equipment and unlike some exercise, it requires no 
special agility. So if you fancy walking your way to 
fitness, here are a few tips: 

How far? If you haven't taken any exercise 
recently, begin gently and gradually work up. 

Maybe start off walking for just ten minutes or 
so. Then, when you get used to that, increase the 
time and distance bit by bit. 

Don't try to do too much too soon - and don't 
forget that however far you walk, you'll have to get 
back afterwards. 

How long? Anything that gets your body moving 
is good, but it's important to gradually increase the 
length of your walks as the real health benefits are 
achieved after a minimum of 20 to 25 minutes. 

In fact, an ideal minimum is around 45 minutes 
and a single longer walk is better than several 
shorter sessions. 

If you can't manage that, though, 
remember that any exercise is better 
than none at all.

One long 
hike and then nothing for another week is more 
likely to tire you out than achieve the benefits 
from regular exercise. 

Of course you may find time to walk further at 
the weekend but try to aim for three to five walks 
a week to build up stamina and get full benefit 
from the activity. 

Remember: Even if you aren't very fit, walking is 
a great way to take exercise. 

However, if you have chronic or on-going health 
problems, it's always a good idea to have a word 
with your doctor first. 

■ Jogging 

Jogging is a great way to get fit, it's free and, 
however busy your schedule, you can fit it in as 
and when it suits you.

You can try cross-country, on road, or a 
mixture of both [called multi-terrain]. 

The distances will vary and you should try the 
shorter ones first. 

Depending on your weight and exertion level 
you'll burn 100-200 extra calories [over and above 
your basic rate] in a half-hour session. 

■ Yoga or Pilates 

Yoga is an ancient art first developed in Northern 
India thousands of years ago. 

It is a way of moving energy through your body; 
the more freely the energy flows, the healthier 
and more energetic you feel. 

The goal of yoga is to keep the body supple 
through movement and stretching. 

But yoga is also a spiritual discipline with its 
roots in Eastern forms of meditation. 

The physical postures, although they condition 
the body, are really aimed at the mind. They 
symbolise the goal of living your life in a state of 
balance and composure. 

Pilates, on the other hand, is primarily physical 
conditioning based on callisthenic-style exercises 
and stretches. 

Having suffered ill-health as a child, German-born 
Joseph Pilates developed an exercise regime to 
build up his strength. 

He adapted his ideas to help rehabilitate injured 
WWI soldiers but it was after he moved to New 
York in the 1920s and 30s that his techniques 
quickly became a hit with dancers.

Sammo eyes new hitman after 
strikers misfire against Robins

IAN Sampson has made a new 
striker the priority during the 
January transfer window after 
expressing his frustration at 
Northampton Town’s failure to 
score more goals in the 1-1 draw 
at home to Cheltenham Town on 
Saturday. 

As his predecessor Stuart Gray 
often pointed out, the hardest 
part of football is putting the ball 
in the back of the net. 

Current Cobblers boss 
Sampson felt his team should 
have taken more of their 
chances at the weekend, saying: 
“I thought we had control of the 
game in the first half and could 
have been 2-0 or 3-0 up at half 
time. 

“But you can see what we are 
lacking at the moment and that 
is someone who can put the ball 
in the back of the net on a 
regular basis. 

“Billy McKay scored a good 
goal but unfortunately for us 
other chances went begging. 

“We are still pursuing transfer 
targets. We’ve had a couple of 
players in on loan who have 
done OK, but we want to bring in 
some permanent signings who 
are hopefully going to be here 
for a long time.” 

McKay put Northampton ahead 
after nine minutes, heading 
home a cross from stand-in 
centre forward Andy Holt. 

However, a goal from 
Cheltenham top scorer Wes 
Thomas three minutes into the 
second half ensured that it 
would finish honours even. 

Northampton’s problems in 
scoring goals have not been 
helped by injuries to strikers 
Tadgh Purcell and Leon 
McKenzie. 

A ligament injury in August’s 
1-1 draw at home to Wycombe 
Wanderers ruled summer 
signing Purcell out for the 
season, with the ex-Darlington 
man having made just six 
appearances. 

McKenzie has already racked 
up six goals in his first 15 games 
for the club, but recurring issues 


with his knee and hip have 
limited his playing time since 
joining in September. 

Loan signings Ryan Jarvis and 
Craig King have now returned to 
their parent clubs, which frees 
up space in the wage budget for 
Sampson to bring in some new 
faces. 

However, whether or not they 
will have signed anyone before 
Saturday’s trip to Gillingham 
remains to be seen. 

Last weekend’s draw left 
Northampton sitting 14th in 
League Two and seven points off 
of the play-off places. 

As well as being left to rue 
missed chances, Sampson was 
also unhappy with the way the 
Cobblers conceded the 
equaliser. 

He said: “I was pleased with the 
way we played and I thought we 
dominated the first half 
especially but the goal they 
scored was very disappointing 
from our point of view. 

“It was a defensive mistake 
and we should have dealt with it 
better. 

“We were excellent in the first 
half but the scoreline didn’t 
reflect the amount of 
possession and the chances we 
created.”

Last eight in sight as 
Mallinder sees Scots 
clash as massive test

AFTER back-to-back losses in the Aviva 
Premiership, Northampton Saints head 
into their final two Heineken Cup Pool 
One matches looking to go one better 
than last season and lock up a home 
quarter final. 

They currently sit atop of Pool One and 
six points clear of second placed Castres 
Olympique, who they travel to play a 
week on Saturday for the final game of 
the group stages. 

But first up are Edinburgh at Franklin’s 
Gardens tomorrow night and director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder is keen for his side 
to avoid letting top spot slip as they have 
done in the league following last week¬ 
end’s 27-16 loss at Leicester Tigers. 

“It’s massive, but what we can’t ever do 
is take it for granted that we’re going to 
win and we showed that against 
Harlequins here,” he cautioned. 

“If you don’t play well you’ll lose and 
there are no easy games in the European 
Cup. We’ve got to be at our very best to 
get a result on Friday night. 

“Against Leicester we were physical, 
made a lot of good tackles and competed 
well out wide. But we can’t give away any 
penalties and our discipline has got to be 
good because we have got people there 
who can take the points.” 

Northampton will be without Courtney 
Lawes, Chris Ashton and Shane Geraghty 
who all join Lee Dickson on the sidelines 
after suffering injuries in the defeat at 
Welford Road. 

Lawes is looking at up to 12 weeks out 
with a knee injury. However, Ashton is 
expected to be available next week after 
suffering a quad injury, while Geraghty’s 
injury to his eye socket was not as seri¬ 
ous as first feared and should see him re¬ 
turn for the LV= Cup games. 

Ben Foden’s second minute try had put 
Northampton in front against their local 


rivals, but 17 points from the boot of 
Toby Flood and tries from Louis Deacon 
and Marcos Ayerza saw the Tigers extend 
their lead over the Saints at the top of the 
table to six points. 

Leicester were also able to gain the 
upper hand at the line-out, an area 
where Northampton have been strong all 
season, but Mallinder is not overly con¬ 
cerned by this.

He said: “Their line-out defence was 
very good, but we weren’t very sharp and 
it’s always an area that you need to work 
on. 

“Last week our scrum went well against 
Leicester, but they put our line-out under 
some pressure. We’ve worked on that this 
week and I’m confident that we’ll get that 
right. 

“We lost a few line-outs under pressure. 
It wasn’t a magnificent performance and 
I’m sure that those people involved in the 
line-out won’t have been doing hand¬ 
stands after the game. 

“We were disappointed, but the line- 
out has gone well all season and we can 
sort that out.” 

The Saints have already beaten Edin¬ 
burgh 31-27 in an all-action clash at 
Murrayfield back in October and 
Mallinder is expecting them to again go 
on the offensive from the opening whis¬ 
tle. 

He has targeted keeping halfback duo, 
and brothers, Mike and David Blair quiet, 
while also warning that his side must not 
give away penalties because full back 
Chris Patterson will punish with his ac¬ 
curate kicking. 

Mallinder said: “We learned that in at¬ 
tack they are a quality side. They’ve got 
halfbacks who like to move the ball and 
play with real width, and they like to take 
a chance. 

“They’re good at offloading and be¬ 
cause of that they are very dangerous. 
They scored three cracking tries against 
us and we did well to pull that back and 
win the game. 

“Although they’ve only won one out of 
four games, they’re a dangerous side and 
they got bonus points in their other 
games, so it shows that we’ve got to treat 
them with a lot of respect. 

“They won’t want to put it up the 
jumper and play tight - Edinburgh’s game 
is to move the ball and I’m expecting 
them to do that whatever the conditions.”

JO Pulsford’s second place in the senior 
ladies race at the Northants Cross 
Country Championships held at 
Wellingborough’s Croyland Park helped 
the team win back the title they won two 
years ago. 

Pulsford defeated two-time champion 
Kirsty Gallagher, from Wootton, and was 
just 11 seconds behind Corby’s 
international track star Karen Harewood 
with a time of 24mins 53secs around the 
6km course. 

Making the team for the fourth year in a 
row was Angela Copson who finished 
fourth in 27.38. The 63-year-old masters 
international has never finished outside 
the top seven in this race. 

Kate Williams hasn’t competed since 
2008 in this event, but the 51-year-old 
completed it for R&N with a time of 


28.02 in seventh position. There was 
good back-up from reliable club 
members with Louise Thompson 
claiming eighth spot in 28.38, Rachel 
Shaw in 11th with 29.01 and Michelle 
Leach [18th in 30.56].

Stuart Nelson had his best ever run in 
the Championships to finish in second 
place and, like Pulsford in the Ladies race, 
was 11 seconds behind winner Tom Bark 
of Corby in a time of 30mins 19secs. 

Rory Grant won the county title in the 
junior mens’ competition after coming in 
third overall. 

The 17-year-old R&N athlete chased 
Nelson home and was only 12 seconds 
adrift at the finish. 

Club-mate Luke Robinson took the 
silver medal in the junior race when he 


finished in 12th spot overall in 33.35. Top 
veteran [over 40J for the club, Greg 
Spellman, made the team for the first 
time when he crossed the line in 13th 
position on 33.47 and Liam Ratcliffe 
returned again this year to record exactly 
34 minutes in 14th place.

Daggett’s got eye on sharper 
start to Steelbacks’ season 


CRICKET 

AFTER spending three months over the 
winter on a physiotherapy placement at 
Milton Keynes Hospital, Northamptonshire 
bowler Lee Daggett has learnt a thing or 
two about looking after your body. 

But on Monday he and his team-mates 
received a work-out on their eyes after the 
club recruited consultants from Sports 
Vision to help give them a slight edge in the 
2011 season. 

While the England & Wales Cricket Board 
and Professional Cricketers Association 
work with Adidas in conducting eye tests 
and helping players choose the right 
glasses for playing in, it was not quite as 
rigorous as the testing they went through 
this week. 

The Northants squad were tested for 
things such as hand-eye co-ordination, 
reaction times and their general vision, and 
Daggett believes he has found areas that 
doing exercises to strengthen the eye 
muscles can help with. 

“The main thing for me will be the batting 
because at times I can be late on the ball, 
but that may also be a tail-ender thing,” he 
said. “It may be technical or not facing too 
much bowling, but it may also be down to 
how your eye works. 

“I’m dominant on my right eye which is 
interesting because I’m a right-handed 
batsman and it’s my left one which is lining 
up the ball. 

“It does impact on techniques and you’ve 
got to play to how your eyes are operating. 
My reactions are really good which I’m 
happy about, but there’s an area to work on. 

“Fielding the high ball is another thing 
because I found it difficult in the blue sky 
last year with some of the high catches. If 
we can improve that it can potentially be a 
big thing for us.” 

Daggett [pictured] is not expecting a big 
jump in his first class batting average of 
10.41, but in an era where even the tail- 
enders are expected to be able to chip in 
with runs rather than being a signal to get 
the heavy roller out, he is keen to get any 
improvement he can. 

It is just part of the pre-season 



preparations for the Northants squad, 
which culminate in a two-week trip to 
South Africa in March. 

The team head out on Wednesday 9, 
returning to the UK on Friday 25, where 
they will play four one-day matches, one 
under floodlights and a three-day game. 

It is the first time for nine years that the 
county have gone on a pre-season tour 
overseas and Daggett believes it can help 
avoid the slow start to the season they had 
in 2010. 

He said: “We learned from last year 
because we put a lot of work in indoors, but 
you’re limited in terms of what you can get 
out of that. 

“You’ve got to be careful that you don’t 
overdo it because you can get injuries from 
the hard surface, and we didn’t hit the 
ground running like we wanted to. 

“This year, we’re working that little bit 
harder in the indoor school because we 
know there’s an end to it. 

“We’ve got this two-week period where 
we’re going to be abroad and on grass 
pitches. From then on it helps with 
everyone’s mindset in getting ready for the 
season ahead.”
